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TOWN MEETING—MARCH 8, 1966 


Minutes of the Annual Meeting of the Town of Nelson 


The meeting was called to order at 7:02 p.m. by the Mod- 
erator who read the Town Warrant and the following articles 
were voted on. 


ARTICLE 1.—To choose all necessary officers. 

Mrs. Charlotte H. Pratt was elected Town Clerk, one vote 
being cast by the Moderator, and sworn into office by the Mod- 
erator. 


It was moved, seconded and voted that all Town Officers 
be sworn into their respective offices at one time following elec- 
tions. The following named Officers were duly elected, one vote 
being cast by the Clerk:

All officers were present and sworn in by the Moderator. 
Mr. Sidney Partridge spoke on the financial statement in 


the Town Report and sent to the tax commissioner, and pointed 


out believed errors. MOTION .was made that the selectmen go 
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over the balance sheet and check figures, if incorrect change 
them with the tax commissioner. MOTION was seconded and 
prevailed. Mr. Balch said he appreciated Mr. Partridge’s obser- 
vance. 


ARTICLE 2.—To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $19,174.00 to defray Town charges for the ensuing year. 


AMENDMENT was offered to change the amount of 
$19,174.00 to $19,074.00 to agree with error pointed out earlier. 


It was called for a show of hands: 
In favor of amendment 19 
Not in favor of ammendent 28 


Amendment was not adopted. 


It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $19,174.00 
to defray Town charges for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 3.—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $462.47 as the Town’s share of T. R. A. construction 
costs, the state’s share being $3,038.10. 


ARTICLE 4.—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $12,500.00 for the repair of highways and bridges, 
$5,500.00 of which shall be for summer maintenance and 
$7,000.00 for winter maintenance. 


ARTICLE 5.—To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $1,000.00 for the purchase of calcium chloride. 


AMENDMENT was offered to change this amount to 
$600.00, which was not adopted. 


It was voted to raise and appropriate the $1,000.00. 


ARTICLE 6.—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3800.00 for the purchase of culverts. 


ARTICLE 7.—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $237.00 as the Town’s fair share of the costs of oper- 
ating the Elliot Community Hospital. 


ARTICLE 8.—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100.00 to help defray Necessary and proper expenses 
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of Old Home Day and the sum of $60.00 for the same purpose 
for Memorial Day. 


ARTICLE 9.—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $151.26 for the support for the Monadnock Region Asso- 
ciation. 


ARTICLE 10.—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100.00 for Civil Defense purposes. 


Mr. Driscoll explained some of the money was used to pur- 
chase government surplus items. 


ARTICLE 11.—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $350.00 for the construction of fire trails and water 
holes. 


ARTICLE 12.—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000.00 for the maintenance of the Fire Department. 


ARTICLE 138.—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum, of $125.00 for the support of the Town Library. 


ARTICLE 14.—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $300.00 for the maintenance of the cemetery: this sum 


to be paid to the Treasurer of the Cemetery Board on or before 
May 1, 1966. 


ARTICLE 15.—It was voted to raise the sum of $2,000.00 
to be added to the Research Fund, it being understood that no 
withdrawal may be made from this fund except by vote of the 
Town for the purchase of road equipment. 


ARTICLE 16.—It was voted to raise and apprporiate the 
sum of $65.00 to be used in conjunction with State and Federal 
funds for the control of White Pine Blister Rust within the 
confines of the Town. 


ARTICLE 17.—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100.00 for preliminary expense to be incurred by the 
Bi-Centennial Committee: this sum to be paid to the Treasurer 
of said committee on or before May 1, 1966. 


ARTICLE 18.—To see if the Town will throw up that sec- 
tion of the road between the southeast and southwest corners 
of the common in front of the Town Library 
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This article was passed over. 


ARTICLE 19.—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100.00 for the construction of a parking area adjacent 
to the Nelson Village Common. 


Mr. Kenneth Balch explained this-would be a hard top 
parking area for about 20 ears. 


ARTICLE 20—To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $1,000.00 to establish a Reserve Fund for the Fire De- 
partment for the purchase of a new fire truck; it being under- 
stood that no withdrawal may be made from this fund except 
by vote of the Town for the purchase of a new fire truck. 


AMENDMENT: It was moved and seconded that the 
word ‘‘Capitol’’ be inserted before the words Reserve Fund. 
Amendment was passed by a voice vote. 


MOTION was then made that the article be accepted, in- 
cluding the amendment, motion was seconded and prevailed. 


ARTICLE 21.—To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to transfer any moneys left in the annual Fire 
Department maintenance fund at the end of the fiscal year to 
the Fire Department Reserve Fund. 


AMENDMENT: It was moved and seconded that the 
word “Capitol” be inserted before the words Reserve Fund. 
Amendment was passed by a voice vote. 


MOTION was then made that the article be accepted, in- 
eluding the amendment, motion was seconded and prevailed. 


ARTICLE 22.—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $200.00 for the construction of a driveway at the rear of 
the Town Library and a walk from said driveway to the front 
entrance of said building. 


ARTICLE 23.—It was voted to authorize the Trustees of 
the Trust Funds:to transfer the sum of $8,000.00 from that ac- 
count to that of the Town Treasurer, said moneys to be used 
by the Selectmen and Town Equipment committee for the pur- 
chase of a new loader. 
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MOTION was made and seconded that the selectmen ap- 
point a committee of five (5) for the Town Equipment commit- 
tee. Motion was accepted. 


ARTICLE 24.—It was voted to authorize the Selectmen 
the executive appointment of Dr. Parke Struthers and Mildred 
Quigley and to appoint Rodger Tolman to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of W. C. Tolman to comprise the commit- 
tee to serve as Custodians of the Historical Records of the 
Town of Nelson. 


ARTICLE 25.—It was voted to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow on the credit of the Town in anticipation of taxes for 
the year 1966. 


ARTICLE 26.— It was voted to authorize the Selectmen to 
sell at public auction to any proper buyer any and all parcels 
of property conveyed to the Town by Tax Collectors of other 
deeds and to execute, acknowledge, and deliver appropriate 
deeds thereof. 


ARTICLE 27.—To see if the Town will vote to establish 
a Conservation Commission. 


Mr. Ethan Tolman explained that if we were to have such 
a commission it could accept Federal Funds for improvement 
of our Town. 


Example: possible purchase of the “Old Mill Site’’ in Mun- 
sonville. 


The committee would investigate such possibilities and 
submit a proposal, if the proposal was accepted the Town could 
receive up to 100 per cent of the funds for the project. 


MOTION was made and seconded that in the event that 
Article 27 was adopted, a committee; to consist of Robbins Mil- 
bank, Ethan Tolman and Raymond Huber, could accept fund 
to purchase the “Old Mill Site’, or other project only after 
voted on at a Special Town Meeting. Motion was accepted and 
prevailed. 


It was voted to establish a Conservation Commission,

ARTICLE 28.—To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $100.00 to be matched by Federal Funds in the amount 
of $900.00 for use as indicated by the Nelson Planning Board. 


It was explained that this money wouid be used for clear- 
ing brush beside the road and to clear fire trails. 


The following were elected to serve on this planning Board 
if the Article was adopted: Robert Hatch, co-chairman, Arthur 
Iselin, Ethan Tolman, Francis Driscoll, and Janet Tolman. 


It was voted to raise the $100.00 to be matched by the 
Federal Funds in the amount of $900.00 for the use as indicated 
by the Nelson Planning Board. 


ARTICLE 29.—To transact any other business that may 
legally be brought before the meeting. 


Mr. Francis Tolman read a letter from Mrs. Donald Rei- 
land which expressed her thoughts favoring dirt roads. 


ARTICLE 30.—It was suggested in other years we have 
more Town Reports. 


Mr. Earl Barrett spoke saying he thought it was a good 
idea to send the Town Reports to voters before Town Meeting 
and thanked the Selectmen for this. 


It was moved and seconded that the meeting be adjourned. 
Meeting adjourned at 9:20 p.m.

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REPORT CF SELECTMEN 


This past year has been a busy but routine one insofar as 
the members of this Board have been concerned. It appears that 
each year brings an increasing work load to all of your Town 
Officers. [t is our feeling that the Board must meet on a weekly 
basis, although it is our understanding that many other towns 
of comparable size do not do so. Weekly meetings enable us to 
pay bills promptly thus taking advantage of discounts avail- 
able with the resultant saving to the Town of many dollars, 
prompt payment of outstanding bills also enhances the credit 
rating of Nelson. 


The resignation of Francis P. Driscoll Jr., as Fire Chief 
and Civil Defense Director was accepted with regret and Ray- 
mond Huber was appointed Fire Chief and Ronald Lyon Civil 
Defense Director to fill Mr. Driscoll’s unexpired term. Both of 
these gentlemen have taken over their offices in a most credit- 
able manner. 


Notes for money borrowed in anticipation of tax revenue 
were paid prior to the due date and payments to the Reserve 
Funds were made to the Trustees as promptly as possible. 


In company with the Harrisville Selectmen the line be- 
tween the two towns was perambulated as required and bound- 
ary markers inspected. 


It will be noted that no action was taken on Article 28 as 
voted by the Town, the reason being that because of the Viet 
Nam situation no Federal Funds were made available as in- 
dicated in said article. 


We are pleased to report the suit of Nature Conservancy 
versus the Town was decided in favor of the Town. It may be 
of interest to the taxpayers to advise that the matter was 
brought before the Superior Court and transfered to the State 
Supreme Court which made thé decision in Nelson’s favor-this 
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decision was requested to be reviewed by Nature Conservancy 
and the original ruling allowed to stand. Mr. James 8. Davis, 
Ksq., Town Counsel did an excellent job in representing Nelson 
in this matter and thru his efforts in securing a favorable deci- 
sion, needed tax dollars from this property will not be lost .We 
would also like to point out that it was not necessary to use the 
entire amount of money appropriated to defend this court ac- 
tion. 


As always the fine cooperation of the rest of the officers as 
well as the understanding of the residents made the work load 
of your Selectmen much easier and for this help we extend our 
thanks.

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The current enrollment reveals a total of 47 young peo- 
ple enrolled in grades one through twelve. This is a net de- 
crease of two over a year ago. The elementary enrollment re- 
mained the same whereas the high school enrollment is two less 
than a year ago. 


The possible future first grade enrollments are based upon 
school census accounting performed during the summer. 
Obviously, any migration, in or out, or births which may have 
occurred since then is not included. 


Although trends are difficult to forecast in schools where 
the population is relatively small, it does appear that we can 
expect an increase in elementary enrollments. This was also 
predicted a year ago and the situation does not appear to have 
changed significantly. 


SCHOOL FACILITIES: In addition to the usual program 
of summer maintenance, repairs were made to the school fence, 
the cement cover for the dry well was replaced, and the septic 
tank was cleaned out and new creosoted planks provided for 
a covering. 


EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM: The AREA School Plan 
which was voted by the schoo! districts of Harrisville, Chester- 
field, Keene, Nelson and Westmoreland, is now a reality. This 
plan guarantees for all districts a common high school through 
a long term tuition arrangement with Keene. 


The State Board of Education has voted to further unite 
these communities together with Marlborough under a com- 
mon supervisory union. This means that, although each district 
will govern its own schools through its own school board, they 
will share the services of a central supervisory office, which 
will undoubtedly be located in Keene. The purpose of the re- 
organization is to provide expanded administrative services 
and better coordination of the total school program in an area 
which already has common economic, geographic, educational 
and social ties. 


As a result of the supervisory union reorganization, this 
will be the final annual report for your present superintendent. 
I wish to take this opportunity to express my appreciation for 
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the encouragement and support which I have received during 
the past five years. This reationship of mutual respect is one 
which I shall miss. Again, I express my sincere gratitude to the 
teachers, pupils and: parents, the School Board, and all the 
patrons of our school for their understanding and cooperation 
during the time that I have been associated with the Nelson 
School System.
